This problem of depressing yields 
with heavy incorporation of straw 
can be handled by using commercial 
fertilizer, the amounts of fertilizer 
depending on the farm and its par- 
ticular soil characteristics. Use all 
methods possible to incorporate 
this trash, as burning it off is only 
a stop-gap procedure, because with 
a continued burning program, the 
organic matter and the bacterial 
life in the soi] becomes lessoned 
each year. With this lessoned 
amount it becomes more and more 
difficult to incorporate any crop 
residue, while if it is incorporated’ 
each year and the soil builds up, it 
is easier to incorporate and have a 
complete break-down of the straw, 
which {in turn provides plant food.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION 

Some conversations on this ques- 
tion remind us of a long distance 
phone chat reported to be be- 
tween Mr. Mars and Mr, Moon. 
Mr. Mars heard something about 
the discussion on the report of the 
commission now before parliament, 
and made as a suggestion to the 
problem of outlets, that pipe lines 
be used. Taps and outlets could be 
arranged, he said, at dance halls 
and other amusement centres in 
the same manner as sound and 
music outlets are arranged for cars 
at drive-in theatres. Also some- 
thing similar could be arranged in 
restaurants and other places of 
business, where wanted. These 
would be placed at such locations 
as would facilitate the largest pos- 
sible sales. Parlors and lounges 
could be skillfully arranged. 

But, Mr. Moon. who 1s out every 
night and sees what is going on, 
asked his friend, how could the 
few millions needed yearly for the 
manufacture and sale of these 
liquors be raised. Mr. Mars had 
an answer, “meters.” And where 
more than one variety is sold, have 
different meters for different out- 
lets. Then he added that it might 
be possible to invent a collecting 
devise so these outlets could be in 
use twenty-four hours a day. Do 
we really want this? 

But, friends, is our problem out- 
lets? Or is this just a smoke 
screen? The increase in the per- 
centage of people using lHquor is 
growing rapidly. 

Have We a good approach to this 
question? It is the business of the 
hotel to provide wholesome, com- 
fortable surroundings, with an 
atmosphere of quietness for the 
travelling public. The leaders in 
the liquor trade say it is their busi- 
ness to teach people to drink, There 
simply is nothing in common be- 
tween these two aims. Why should 
they be under one management? 

To say we cannot provide whole- 
some comfort and quietness with- 
out the help of some form of liquor 
outlet is only a way of confessing 
cannot attain the good we believe 
in without the help of that which 
is doubtful and often vile. Or eay- 
ing it this way, we confess we can- 
not make some comfortable with- 
out making many wretched. 

The liquor business is in part 
‘private enterprise, and in part, gov- 
fernment business. It seems reason- 
|able to believe that it would be a 
start toward the solution of our 
question if we made it either one or 
the other. As a private enterprise 
it would be subject to all the regu- 
lations of business regarding hol!- 
days, opening and closing hours, 
excess profit control, combine regu- 
lations and all the rest. Also, like 
other companies the business would 
be responsible for any and all inter- 
ferences With the health and hap- 
piness of the community where such 
could be traced to some one under 
the influence of liquor, 
| If under government contro) it 
ought to be under the government 
all the way. It would be made by 
the government, shipped by the 
government, sold by the govern- 
ment, and at a price no more than 
actual cost, plus whatever amount 
would take to reimburse the gov- 
ernment for policing our highways 
and towns; every town with a lMquor

outlet needs extra policing, plus 
what it would cost to meet all 
claims for damages caused by 


drunkenness or by excess use or 
abuse of liquor in any form. 

However, laws and outlets can- 
not assure any people against the 
evils of excess drinking. ‘Alcohol 
is polson in the same way that 
ether and chloroform are poison. 
Brain and nerve cells are the first 
to be affected by alcohol. After 
destruction by alcohol these are 
lost forever. Unlike most other 
hody cells they cannot be regener- 
ated.” 

Good citizenship is the fruit of | 
sound knowledge, Right and wrong 
are determined by one's duty. | 
There are things that ought to be 
done because of what one owes to 
himself, to his home, to his com- 
munity and to his country; yes, 
and to his God. Where these are 
taught in the home the standard 
of citizenship is high and the per- 
sonal relations worthy of those 
staunch souls whose faith, services 
and sacrifices built our Christian 
heritage. Sound knowledge and 
high morals are inspired by good 
homes. Laws and regulations can 
never take the place of the home in 
the building of a great people. The 
Ermine would die anytime, rather 
than soil the pure whiteness of its 
fur, It is our privelege to inspire 
our children to so reverance purity 
that they to would die before they 
would step down into any of life's 
gutters, 

There is one thing of course that 
law, knowledge and direction can- 
not save and that is lost manhood 
and lost womanhood. Only God's 
Grace can help us here. 

“My Grace,” said He, ‘ls suffici- 
ent for you.”
